any loss. F. C. Gaylord of the Hor­ 
ticultural extension 
staff 
has out­ 
lined the method of constructing a 
pit as follows: 
Select 
a well drained portion of 
the garden *+r field, dig a hole* four 
inches deep and about five l’^et wide 
and a s long a s 
necessary, 
remem­ 
bering tlTat the potatoes should not 
be piled higher than four feet deep. 
Line the bottom with a thin coat of 
-tiaw. Nail three four-inch 
boards 
loosely together so as to form a tri­ 
angular shaft and set 
this on the 
straw* in the middle of the “dugout’’. 
Place the potatoes 
on 
the 
straw 


around the shaft so thai they form 
a triangular pile. 
When all the potatoes are 
placed 
in the pile, they should be 
covered 
with a 12-inch layer of dry si raw 
or grass, 
then a 12 inch 
layer of 
dirt. As the weather becomes cooler, 
an additional layer of 12 inches of 
straw and 12 inches of dirt 
should 
be added. This keeps the soil under 
dirt h a s become firmly frozen, a two 
toot laver of straw or ‘manure must 
be added. Thisk ceps the soil 
under 
it frozen and thus the 
temperature 


is lichi even until late spring which 
also prevent freezing of the pota­ 
toes or vegetables.

Best Place Outside Of Cold Stbrage 


For Seed Potatoes Is An Outdoor Pit 


The .best place outside 
of 
cold 


storage to store seed potatoes is an 
outdoor pit whicl^ may 
be con- 


structed in the back yard or garden. 
T^e .pit method of storage is being 
recommended by Purdue 4Jniversity 
vegetable gardner-s who have; used 
this methods successfully for sever- 
al years keeping the seed . potatoes 
as late as May 15, with scarcely 
any loss. V. C. Gaylord of the Hor- 
ticultural extension staff 
has out- 


lined the method of constructing « 
pit as -follows: 


Select a well drained portion of 


the garden -«t- field, dig a hole four 
inches deep and about five f'6et wide 
and as long as necessary, remem: 
bering tftat the potatoes should not. 
be piled 'higher than, four feet deep. 
Line the bottom with a thin .coat-of 
straw. Nail three four-inch boards 
loosely together so as to form a tri- 
angular shaft and set ' this on the 
straw in th'e middle of the "dugout". 
Place the potatoes on tlie 
straw 


around the shaft so that they form 
a triangular pile. 


When ;ill tlie potatoes are placed 


iii tlie .pile; tiiey should lie 
covered 


with a 12:ineh layer of dry'straw 
or grass, 
then a. 12 inch layer of 


dirt. As the weather becomes cooler; 
a'ii additional layer of 12 inches; of
